"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, "a rotation gear" is recited. However, a rotation gear is also recited in 
claim 1. If this is the same rotation gear, such should be made clear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 ,4/1 ,6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Korean patent 20-0267467. 

See operation box A, rotation gear 3, chain 1 , rotation shaft 2, ball chain box B, 
bracket 6, spring 5, gear member 4 and cover 7. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2,3,4/2/1 and 4/3/2/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Korean '467 in view of Nijs. 
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Grooves for guiding chains are well known, as simply illustrated by Nijs at 56 and 
providing such for '467 would have been well within the purview of one of ordinary skill 
in the art so as to maintain the chain lined up with the pulley. The use of front and rear 
cases would have constituted an obvious design modification since no reason has been 
given for such a feature. 

Claim 5/1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Korean 
'467 in view of Fun. 

The use of hook and loop fasteners to mount a Roman shade to a headrail is 
conventional, as illustrated by Fun and such would have been an obvious addition to 
'467 so as to render the shade removably mounted. 

Claims 5/3/2/1 and 5/2/1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Korean '467 in view of Nijs, as above, and further in view of Fun. 

Fun is applied here as above. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Korean '467 in view of European patent No. 717166. 

Providing flanges on either end of a clutch spring to separate same from 
supporting surfaces is well known in this art. Part 21 of '166 provides a circular rib that 
engages the spring 29 at one end while body part 65 in '166 provides a separation rib, 
each of which being combinable with '467 to reduce friction with the ends of the spring. 
Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 9 and 10 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
